1. LATE IN MORNING OF JULY 22, ISMAIL SOYSAL, MFA DIRGEN POL 
AFFAIRS, TOLD ME THAT ALL SENIOR OFFICIALS IN ANKARA ARE SO 
OUT-OF-SLEEP AT THIS POINT THAT IN HIS OWN VIEW, IT UNREALISTIC 
TO EXPECT ANY OF THEM TO BE IN VIENNA TOMORROW. HE EMPHASIZED, 
HOWEVER, THAT THIS WAS "A PERSONAL IMPRESSION ONLY" AND NOT AN 
OFFICIAL GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 

2. BRITISH AMBASSADOR HAS AMPLIFIED FOREGOING. HE TELLS ME THAT 
FORMIN GUNES TOLD HIM THAT GOT WOULD TRY TO GET TO VIENNA TOMORROW 
BUT IT DOUBTFUL THEY COULD BECAUSE OF "PRACTICAL 

DIFFICULTIES." GUNES SAID THAT GOT ENVISIONED GETTING MEETING 

STARTED, IF NOT TOMORROW, ALMOST IMMEDIATELY THEREAFTER, BUT 

THAT MEETING IN ITS INITIAL PHASE WOULD LAST 

ONLY DAY OR SO, AT WHICH POINT GOT WOULD REQUEST BRIEF 

ADJOURNMENT. GUNES STRESSED TO BRITISH AMBASSADOR
